Regardless of Lewis, Coal Miners, 


As Usual, Voted as They Pleased 


Result About Same as 1940 When He Urged 
Men to Desert Roosevelt—2 Pennsylvania 
Counties Switch to Dewey. 


By a Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
SCRANTON, Pa., Nov. 10.— 
Bellicose John TL. Lewis, who four 
years ago made a late-hour appeal 
to his United Mine Workers to 
desert President Roosevelt and 
vote for Wendell L. Willkie for 
President, apparently got his fin- 
gers scorched so badly then that 
he kept his bellowing voice and 
fierce eyebrows out of the cam- 

paign just finished. 

The result was just about the 
same—the miners went ahead and 
voted as they pleased anyway, 
just as they did in 1940, 

Only two ‘counties of the 16 
among Pennsylvania’s 67 which 
are classified as coal counties 
switched their allegiance from 
Roosevelt to Dewey. They are 
Schuylkill County, in the heart of 
the anthracite region, which in 
1940 gave Roosevelt a lead of 5000 
and on Tuesday gave Dewey a 
plurality of about the same size, 
and Clearfield, a soft coal county, 
which went Democratic by 2000 
in 1940 and swung this time to 
Dewey by 600. ~ 

There are five counties in the 
anthracite region in the eastern 
part of the State whieh are s0 
dominated by the hard coal indus- 
try that the miners’ vote may be 
said to be decisive. The other 
eleven principal coal counties 
where the mining vote is prepon- 
derant produce bituminous coal 
and are in the west and central 
sections of the State. 

Hard to Control Politically. 


Coal miners are notoriously 
hard to control politically or any 
other way, as Lewis has found out 
more than once, Although most 
of them are fanatically loyal to 
“Big John” in union matters, they 
resent being told how to vote by 
Lewis or anyone else. 

The other four hard coal coun- 


ties all remained in the Democrat- 
ic camp, but in every instance by 
smaller pluralities than they gave 
four years ago, Roosevelt dropped 
from 17,000 to 10,000 in Lacka- 
wanna County; from 4000 to 2000 
in Northumberland; 2000 to 1000 


in Carbon, and 22,000 to 4000 in 
Luzerne. 


In the bituminous region, six 
counties which remained Demo- 
cratic did so by reduced margins. 
Cambria dropped from 12,000 Yo 
9000; Allegheny, of which Pitts- 
burgh is the county seat and me- 
tropolis, from 104,000 to 78,000; 
Fayette from 18,000 to 14,000; 
Washington, home county of Re- 
publican Gov. Edward Martin, 
from 21,000 to 17,000; Westmore- 
land from 22,000 to 14,000, and 
Greene from 4000 to 1600, 

Other Counties Stay Republican. 

Coal mining counties which 
went Republican four years ago 
remained Republican this time 
and by larger pluralities . Dewey's 
gain over the Willkie vote in 
Armstrong County was from 2000 
to 3000; Somerset, from 3000 to 
6000, and Indiana from 3000 to 6000, 
Clarion, the remaining coal coun- 
ty, gave almost the same Repub- 
lican plurality as in 1940, approxi- 
mately 3000. 

In all this it is difficult to see 
that the weight of Lewis had any 
influence. Some miners, left this 
time to their own devices, with- 
out urging from Lewis, switched 
their votes from Roosevelt, but 
only enough to make a change in 
the vote columns of the two coun- 
ties mentioned, Schuylkill and 
Clearfield. 


Normally there are about 190,000 
men employed in the mining in- 
dustry in the State, but since the 
1940 election it is estimated that 
upwards of 20,000 have gone from 
the mines, thousands into the 
armed forces and others into other 
industries in other regions.

Be Solution.

A process for adding hydrogen 
to coal may be the solution to 
smoke problems of big cities, Dr. 
Ernst Berl, research chemist of 
the Carnegie Institute of Technol- 
ogy, Pittsburgh, said here yester- 
day. 

Addressing a meeting of Wash- 
ington University student chap- 
ters of the American Institute of 
Chemical Engineers and the Amer- 
ican Society of Mechanical Engi- 
neers, Dr. Ber] said imperfect com- 
bustion of soft coal produces sub- 
stances of high ignition points 
which pass, unconsumed, up the 
chimney. Coking eliminates most 
of these, but adding hydrogen to 
pulverized and liquefied raw coal 
changes the troublesome ingre- 
dients into products easily burned 
at ordinary furnace and stove tem- 
peratures. 

“The chemist can contribute to 
this very important problem of 
converting the easily smoke-form- 
ing bituminous coal into practi- 
cally smokeless material by chem- 
ical means,” he said. 

Secret for Duration. 

“Newly developed methods can- 
not be discussed because they 
must be kept secret for the dura- 
tion. It can be mentioned that 
several new ways are open to con- 
vert Pittsburgh coal into smoke- 
less-burning fuel. The future will 
show if these processes are prac- 
tical and cheap enough and will 
give the same results on a large 
scale as have been obtained on a 
small laboratory scale.” 

Burning hard coal and coke and 
the use of efficient stoves and fur- 
maces are the only wide-scale 
means of dealing with smoke for 
the present, said Dr. Berl, but the 
equally troublesome fly ash can 
be curbed by use of filters. in 
smokestacks. 

Dr. Berl is the inventor of an 
industrial filtering system in which 
gsaddie-shaped bits of ceramic,

COLISEUM BOUGHT BY HEAD

The Coliseum, Jefferson avenue 
and Washington boulevard, was

The prophet who made the most 
embarrassing prediction for the 
reading public was Emil Hurja, 
associate editor of Pathfinder 
Magazine, who used an abstruse, 
almost occult, calculation from 
the past performances of 28 coun- 
ties in 15 states to find that Dewey 
would win by an electoral vote of 
367 to 167, and would get 52 per 
cent of the popular vote. Hurja 
publicly picked Willkie to win In 
1940. Pathfinder Magazine is 
owned by the Pew family of Penn- 
sylvania, longtime angels of the 
Republican party. 

Betting odds, as in past elec- 
tions, proved themselves more 
trustworthy than polls and sur- 
veys, especially for individual 
states. Nothing dissipates wish- 
ful thinking more than putting 
hard cash on the line. 


Roper Most Accurate. 

Sufficient returns were In today 
to permit a grading of unofficial 
polls, canvasses, surveys, samples, 
symposiums, averages, calculations 
and just plain guesses, 

Among the most accurate of the 
politakers was Elmo Roper, whose 
political opinion surveys for For- 
tune Magazine were published in 
the Post-Dispatch. His final fig- 
ure on civilian sentiment was that 
53.6 per cent of the civilian voters 
was for the Roosevelt-Truman 
ticket a&d would give the Demo- 
crats a “comfortable” electoral 
college majority.- On the basis of 
latest returns, the actual division, 
which includes most of the soldier 
ballots, was 53.3, or a difference of 
three-tenths of 1 per cent, which is 
well within Roper's repeated cau- 
tion about an unavoidable margin 
of error.

The final Gallup poll of civilians 
gave 51.5 per cent of this group to 
Roosevelt, and Gallup pointed out 
that the soldier vote might add | 
per cent to Roosevelt's total in 
some states. The final Crossley 
poll, which included an estimate of 
the soldier vote, gave Roosevelt 52 
per cent. The Associated Press 
has figured that nationally 67 per 
cent of the soldier vote went to 
Roosevelt. Cautious political an- 
elysts usually used a 60-40 ratio 
in their prognoses. 

In Gallup’s speculation that the 
soldier vote might add 1 per cent 
to the Roosevelt figure, it would 
seem that the Roper poll, plus this 
1 per cent, would be higher than 
the actual division on Tuesday. 


Advantage Over Gallup. 

Crossiey and Roper, however, 
had the advantage over Gallup in 
that they did not publish their 
state-by-state findings. Gallup 
boasted this week that his over- 
al} figure came within 1 per cent 
of the actual result, but it listed 
20 states,.with 281 votes, as “piv- 
otal” in its Monday report and 
cautiously gave only 10 states, with 
85 electoral votes, as “definitely” 
for Dewey. 

Gallup concedes a possible 3 per 
cent error by his methods, and in 
eight states which Gallup credit- 
ed Dewey with better than 50 
per cent of the civilian sentiment, 
only Maine, Ohio, Wyoming went 
for him on Tuesday. 

Missouri, which Gallup listed at 
51 per cent for Dewey, begins 
counting its soldier vote today, so 
this vote did not figure in Roose- 
velt’s present majority of 33,942.

Failing that, the Uruguayan pro- 
posal presented to representatives 
of the other American republics 
here suggested that assurances for 
small nations be written into the 
Dumbarton Oaks blueprint. 

Venezuela has also presented a 
plan, not yet published, which is 
understood to reflect a general 
Latin American trend of thought 
for a greater role for smaller 
American republics In the future 
peace league. 

Uruguay’s idea about breathing 
new life into the League of Na- 
tions caused considerable stir 
among diplomats. | 

They considered it unlikely that 
this suggestion would make much 
headway, but small-nation guar- 
antees and the suggestion that the 
system of pan-American co-opera- 
tion be fitted into the security or- 
ganization struck a_ responsive 
note among the Latins. 


Hemisphere Bloc Proposed. 

Another plan, not yet officially 
presented but which will probably 
be laid before the diplomats at 
their next meeting, proposes that 
the Western Hemisphere enter 
the peace system as a bloc, so that 
combined strength would offset 
the comparative weakness of indi- 
vidual nations. 

The Latins tried this technique 
with some success at the interna- 
tional aviation conference in Chi 
cago, where they agreed among 
themselves on an air plan before 
putting it up to other nations.

The United States once had a Vice President 
whose most memorable remark was as follows: 
“What this country needs is a good 5-cent cigar.”

Where Kilowatts Are Golden 


Important though it will be to postwar em- 
ployment, REA’s recently announced goal of 
3,655,000 more electrified rural homes in five 
years has a much greater end. The objective 
is another long step toward satisfying the belief 
that electricity is a necessity of American ex- 
istence. 

If rural electricity is statistics to urbanites, it 
is an incalculable boon to the recipients. For 
the farmer’s wife, the immemorial Martha who 
dies young from overwork, it is blessed surcease 
from carrying water, scrubbing clothes, clean- 
ing and filling lamps—emancipation, too, from 
the bath in a galvanized tub and the cold out- 
door excursion of a winter’s night. For the chil- 
dren, a chance to grow up better read without 
sacrifice of eyesight, and ways of relief from 
the tedium that presently sends them to the 
cities. 

To farmers as producers, who must sell that 
they may buy, electricity is both carrier of bur- 
dens and maker of cash. It is profit in de- 
creased chick mortality via the electric brooder 
and more eggs from the hen deceived by incan- 
descent light, a quicker milking of cows and 
grinder of their feed. 

In some parts of the country, electricity fuels 
hotbeds and operates dryers that save the hay 
crop from ruin by rain. Perhaps above all else, 
electricity is the agent for cooling the farmer's 
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own | der against spoilage and for freezing 
strawberries, peas and other crops to sell in a 
market that will pay well to satisfy out-of-season 
hankerings. 

Comfort, yes, and profit-—profit in the long 
run for the nation as well as the immediate re- 
cipients, for electricity is a mighty lever to raise 
farmers from dependent status. There is profit, 
too, in the very habit of co-operative effort 
which occupied the field when private compa- 
nies could not see their way clear—and, as the 
companies later came to conclude, greater 
profits for themselves than they had thought 
possible. 

Accomplishment is already amazing-—from a 
bare 11 per cent of farms in 1934 to 42 per cent 
now. The new program calls for joint Govern- 
ment - utility - manufacturer - consumer effort to 
lift that figure above 80 per cent. It is a great 
record. May it, according to plan, continue to 
increase. 
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An Improved Senate 

Close attention has been bestowed on 35 races 
for Senate seats In this week's elections. By 
and large, citizens seem to have voted in full 
realization of the great responsibility that the 
Senate will have in helping assure world peace, 
and of the necessity of removing obstruction- 
ists who would bring about a repetition of 1919, 
It wasn’t a clean sweep, but the chances for 
an effective peace setup were materially im- 
proved by the results of Tuesday. 

Five Senators regarded as isolationists had 
already been removed in the primaries or by 
retirement. The voters rejected others at the 
polls this week: Nye of North Dakota, Danaher 
of Connecticut, Gillette of Iowa, Davis of Penn- 
syilvania, Several of the group, however, were 
re-elected: Wiley of Wisconsin, Reed of Kansas, 
Millikin of Colorado, Taft of Ohio, 
New Hampshire. 

Several progressive Senators who faced hard 
fights were returned to office: Lucas of Illinois, 
Wagner of New York, Thomas of Utah. 

There is encouragement, too, in the caliber of 
several among the new Senators who will take 
their seats next January. One of these is Ful- 
bright of Arkansas, author of the House resolu- 
tion which put that body on record for 
America’s joining a strong world organization. 
Others are Morse of Oregon and Saltonstall of 
Massachusetts, These two men are Republicans, 
and their presence among the supporters of 
global co-operation will help insure considera- 
tion of this issue on a non-partisan basis. 

All in all, the composition of the Senate offers 
good reason for hope that policies making for 
future peace and security will prevail.

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Let the Public Know 


Now that the Naval Court and the Army Court 
have completed their reports on the Pearl Harbor 
disaster, at least enough of the document to 
give its major conclusions should be made pub- 
lic promptly. 

The argument that nothing must be released 
which would affect military security is a good 
argument, but has it not been worked somewhat 
strenuously in the case of the Pearl Harbor in- 
guiry? 

Secretary of the Navy Forrestal, to whom 
the report has been transmitted by the Naval 
Court, has asked Adm. Ernest J. King, Com- 
mander in Chief of the fleet, to review the docu- 
ment, deciding what may be made public and 
what should continue in military secrecy. 

It seems reasonable—unless there are reasons 
against it other than those so far brought out— 
to expect at least a summary of the conclusions 
to be made public almost at once.

More- 
over, the principals in the case have a right to 
trial without the refined torture of a prolonged 
wait. 

If not all the report can be made public now, 
then as much as can be made public now should 
be released. With this as preliminary, the trials 
of Adm. Kimmel and Maj. Gen. Short by court- 
martial should be proceeded with in the most 
expeditious manner, so that the responsibility 
for our lack of alertness in the Pearl Harbor 
debacle may be fixed, the persons guilty of the 
dereliction mav be appropriately punished and a 
repetition of this ignominious episode may so

An army of 
“trained reserves,” which as Gen. Marshall 
says is democratically and economically 
preferable to a “large standing army,” is 
not an automatic guarantee of security. 
Poland, Czechoslovakia, Greece and France 
were not saved by compulsory military 
training. 


World Setup ee Too 


Trained reserves are no substitute for 
American entrance into a _ co-operative 
peace system. They are no substitute for a 
sound foreign policy based on recognition 
of the interdependence of nations. 

If we conscript, it should be for the pur- 
pose of furnishing the power to fulfill ob- 
ligations under a United Nations agreement 
to enforce the peace co-operatively. 

It is clear, however, that the United 
States must have sufficient postwar mili- 
tary strength to bear just this responsibil- 
ity.

The land troops needed, plus require- 
ments of the Navy and Air forces, add up 
to so large a group that, if we depend whol- 
ly on volunteers, we shall have, in actual- 
ity, the professional, permanent “standing” 
military establishment which is far more 
alien to our tradition than a civilian re- 
serve, 

The war can be fought, no doubt, sim- 
ply by extending our present Selective 
Service law beyond its expiration date next 
June 30. But that will not provide revolv- 
ing replacements for necessary postwar du- 
ties. 


Nation Faces a Choice 


Our choice, therefore, is between whit- 
tling down our existing system after the 
fighting ceases, so that it applies merely to 
young men, or passing a new law broad 
and comprehensive enough tod allow filex- 
ible administration. 


One way or another, conscription will 
have to be continued on a modified scale, 
and the present law is an emergency meas- 
ure, designed primarily to recruit masses 
of men in a hurry. 


A new law, for the postwar period, would 
be preferable. For one thing, it might 
be in the form of a national service act 
rather than purely a military measure, 

The armed services prefer an exclusively 
military law, and in the years immediately 
after the war, of course, the major need 
will be for soldiers, But we do not know 
what military forces will be required 10 
years hence, 

There is much to be said for laying down 
the principle, at the outset, that the type 
of service required of young men should 
be open to change in the light of the chang- 
ing needs of our democracy.

ly ceased. It just receded from polite so- 
ciety. There still was many a Grandpaw 
Futty, whose aim was unerring and whose 
range, in hitting the spittoon, was the pride 
of the county. He judged a spittoon on a 
musical basis-—one that didn’t have a good 
ring to it wasn’t worth a cuss. 

The handsome brass spittoons of the gay 
90s never quite disappeared, even in the 
larger cities, Baltimore's City Hall still 


boasts some pretty fine ones. The one in 
the Mayor’s office is very imposing. 

One of the habits which English travel- 
book writers never failed to notice in the 
early years of the American Republic— 
most of them being on the lookout for evi- 
dences of Yankee bad manners—was that 
of tobacco -chewing. Well-bred people, 
American or European, had long deplored 
it. Sarah Kemble Knight, in “The Private 
Journal on a Journey from Boston to New 
York” (1704), wrote: “They seldom lose 
their cud but keep chewing and spitting 
as long as their eyes are open.” 

Mark Twain tells of his grandmother 
threatening to horsewhip him “if I catch 
you chewing tobacco before breakfast 
again.” Gen. Lee once chased a student 
out of the college classroom for having a 
chew. Nevertheless, men continued to rel- 
ish the quid, and apparently they are at 
it again, 


A Monumental History of W ar 
Shows Need for Preparedness 


“War Through the Ages,’’ by Lynn Montress. ‘(Har- 
per & Brothers, New York.) 

The author of this book says in his intro 
duction that his purpose is not to discuss 
the ethics of war, but rather to present the 
background, leaving the reader to his own 
conclusions. His 900 pages of material, 
eompiled from a list of 600 sources, bear 
out this statement of purpose. In encyclo 
pedic fashion, he includes something about 
every notable war, from those described by 
Herodotus to the battles which marked the 
turning point of the present war. 

If the author does not present ready 
made conclusions, however, his subject mat- 
ter definitely invites them. It is made giar- 
ingly clear that victories are won through 
superior weapons and tactics, and that the 
conduct of war is an art which nations 
neglect at their peril.

So long as the inventive genius of man 
has been applied to the means of conquest, 
the science of war has never been static, 
and thus no two great wars have been 
fought in the same way. The maneuverable 
Roman legion overcame the Greek pha- 
lanx, the pike and arquebus unhorsed the 
cavalier, the machine gun overcame the 
weight of mass attack, and, in the present 
war, victories have gone to those who have 
been willing to adapt their strategy to new 
weapons and methods. 

The blitzkrieg need not have caught our 
present allies so completely off guard. The 
pattern of the new warfare had been ade 
quately foretold by Maj. F. O. Mischke of 
the Czechoslovak Army, and its potentiali- 
ties had been demonstrated in Spain. 

The lesson of Guadalajara, in 1937, which 
demonstrated that a mechanized tank 
thrust could be thwarted in its tracks, was 
missed by all save Russia. The Soviet Gen- 
erals realized that only a defense in unpre- 
cedented depth would suffice to absorb the 
inevitable Nazi attack, and prepared to act 
accordingly. Their prescience was justified 
before Stalingrad.

The bombing of London has 
discredited the opinion of the Italian Giulice 
Douhet that no group of civilians could 
withstand continued onslaught from the 
air. The futility of German policy toward 
the occupied countries of Europe has given 
blessed reason to doubt the century-old dic- 
tum of Karl von Klausewitz that the only 
successful war is the war of annihilation.

His 
pungent observation that history punishes 
stupidity even more quickly than it pun- 
ishes evil is worth many pages of preach- 
ment.

One thing that helped to alienate | 
independent Republicans was the 
type of speech made by such bit- 
ter Roosevelt-haters as Clare 
Boothe Luce.

WAR BARS 1944 AWARD 
OF NOBEL PEACE PRIZE 


3 More Science Winners An- 
nounced—Two Are in 
United States. 


————— 


STOCKHOLM, Nov. 10 (AP).— 
The Nobel Peace Prize will not 
be awarded this year, the Swedish 
Government announced today. 

Winners of the peace prize are 
selected by a special committee 


of the Norwegian Storting (Par- 
liament), which has not been able 
to function during the Germa'n 
occupation. The Swedish Nobel 
Foundation, in recommending that 
the 1944 prize be withheld, ex- 
pressed the hope that the Nor- 
wegian committee could act next 
year. 

Other Nobel prizes worth ap- 
proximately $29,000 each were 
awarded yesterday to two ascien- 
tists now in the United States, 
to a Hungarian now in Stockholm 
and to a Danish novelist and poet. 

Isidor Isaac Rabi, of Columbia 
University, Was the recipient of 
the 1044 prize for physics, while 
the 1943 physics award was made 
to Otto Stern of Carnegie Insti- 
tute of Technology, Pittsburgh. 

George Hevesy of Stockholm re- 
ceived the 1943 prize for chemistry. 
The 1944 chemistry prize was not 
awarded. 

The 1944 literature prize went to 
Johannes V. Jensen of Copenha- 
gen, as announced earlier yester- 
day. 

Rabi, a native of Austria who 
was taken to the United States in 
infancy and in recent years has 
made his home in Cambridge, 
Mass., received the 1944 award for 
his research in the resonance 
method of registering the mag- 
netic quality of atoms. 

Stern, who was born in Ger- 
many and went to the United 
States in 1933 after an associate 
was dismissed from the Univer- 
sity of Hamburg by the Nazis, 
was given the 1943 prize, reserved 
last year, for his contribution in 
the development of the molecular 
ray method of detecting the mag- 
netic momentum of protons. 

Hevesy received the award for 
his work in the use of isotopes as 
indicators in studying chemical 
processes. 

Three Americans already had 
won Nobel prizes announced last 
month, They were Dr. Joseph Er- 
langer of St. Louis and Dr. Her- 
bert Spencer Gasser of New 
York, who received the 1944 award 
for studies of nerve threads, and 
Dr. Edward Adelbert Doisy of St. 
Louis, who received the 1943 
award for the discovery of the 


chemical nature of vitamin K.

Dr. Mahoney made the orig- 
inal report more than a year ago 
on the use of penicillin against 
early spyhilis. 

He conceded that studies had 
not gone on long enough to permit 
a prediction of the final role of 
penicillin in syphilis, which is a 
disease that may recur after a 
lapse of years. He pointed out, 
moreover, that strains of syphilis 
entirely resistant to penicillin may 
emerge. “However,” Dr. Mahoney 
said, “the deterring factors appear 
to be outweighed by the potential 
capacity of the therapy to curtail 
the infectious stage of the disease

wrete before thie election. As 

to ms Owtcome, I know onby 

that the victors wl think 
they own the country and the 
vanquished will think America 
lost. Both wil be wrong. 


In the total vote the victors 
will be victors only by a margin 
which they will need carefully 
and tempcrately to conserve. 
Moreover, they will include many 
factions; and they will not be able 
to adopt any extreme measures 
without incurring the danger of 
revolt within their own ranks. 


The vanquished will retain 
great strength in the federal Con- 
gress, in the governorships and 
legislatures of the states, and in 
the office-holding bodies of coun- 
ties, CHies, towns, villages. 

The Democrats were Presiden- 
tially mowed down in 1860, 1864, 
1868, 1872, 1876 and 1880—six 
successive times. The Republi- 
cans could survive for a similar 
period. A minority party in the 
United States always has the 
chance to start again from the 
grass-roots. That is because we in 
the United States still have the 
most strongly localized political 
institutions ever produced in any 
great country to balance its cen- 
tral national authority. On that 
balance rests our stability. May at 
never be overthrown.’ 

Forever throughout American 
history each party learns from 
the other, and forever, in a de- 
gree, olten very large, there is an 
America of both parties. 

There is a quite considerable 
America of both parties today. 
Observing it, Lam brought to this 
nonpartisan suggestion: 


Let both parties cease from 
shadow-boxing, and coop- 
erate for their common 
eountry on principles on 
which im fact they are 
agreed, 


Those principles are numerous 
and paradoxical. A majority of 
the Democratic Party and a ma- 
jority of the Republican Party, as 
shown by the speeches of their 
responsible leaders, and as shown 
also by reliable polls of public 
opinion, are determined to have 
an America m which there shall 


vidual bnitiatrve and Opporte 
mity. The theoretical quarrel be- 
tween those two principles is fin- 
ished. The practical task of com- 
bining them mto an America 
which wil stand staunch m the 
world winds of totalitarianism 
now starts. It is a task which 
should evoke sincermy from both 
parties. 


No basic quarrel 
Mr. Thomas E. Dewey has ad- 


vocated an expansion of our pres- 
ent Social Security (agaist Old 
Age and against Unemployment) 
to people not yet covered by it. 
A similar expansion has been ad- 
vocated by an overwhelming vote 
among the hundreds of business 
organizations composing the U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce. Increased 
Social Security is now an objective 
of the American people asa whole. 

Collective Bargaining is se- 
curity (when needed) against 
arbitrary power by employers. 
‘The Democrats have accepted the 
Republican Collective-Bargain- 
ing Railway Labor Act of 1926. 
The Republicans in this cam- 
paign have accepted the Demo- 
cratic Collective-Bargaining Gen- 
eral National Labor Relations 
Acts of 1935. Both parties could 
now cooperate to make both acts 
work better. ‘They are agrged on 
the spirit of both. 


They are agreed also on laws 
like the Pure Food Law of Roose- 
velt (Theodore) , and the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Law of Roose- 
velt (Franklin Delano). Such 
laws are security to the consumer. 
Among numerous such Republi- 
can laws the Democrats have at- 
tempted the repeal of not one. 
Among numerous such Demo- 
cratic laws the Republicans in 
this campaign have suggested the 
repeal of not one. Both parties 
can now cooperate to save such 
laws from abuses by headstrong 
bureaucrats. 


They can atso cooperate on the 
other great principle: Individual 
Initiative and Opportunity. This 
may seem to be the opposite of 
Security, but it is really its paral- 
lel today in American thought.

No- 
body knows the President's mind 
better than Mr. Harry Hopkins, 
who writes m The American 
Magazine: 

“Opportunity to work must be 
provided for all. ... We must not 
imagine that public works alone 
can do the job. ... It must be done 
by the establishment of new busi- 
nesses. Industry must be given 
every Opportunity to expand. ..., 
Competition through free enter- 
prise can help destroy poverty in 
America. ... A constant reliance 
upon large-scale Government 
spending is not consistent with 
the continuation of our competi- 
tive system.” 


What the people want 


I could quote from numerous 
New Deal Democrats in the same 
tenor. They know what is admir- 
ably expressed by Mr. Wendell 
Berge, Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral: 

“The American people are 
agreed that they shall have an eco- 
nomic order which allows a maxi- 
mum of free play for private 
enterprise. They hate regimenta- 
tion and love freedom; and they 
will demand the largest measure 
of freedom they can get, regard- 
less of what Administration ts in 
power.” 

The mass of Americans are to- 
day pursuing the ideal of a society 
in which every man shall be se- 
cure ina minimum of subsistence, 
but in which nevertheless every 
man shall be free to undertake a 
maximum of adventure.

ure boulevards and eoncert hais)’ 
that they would use wp all of the 
national imcome needed for m- 
dustrial development and thws 
stop abl economic and socral 
progress. 

Some people want Free Enter- 
prise but want so much of # as to 
leave businessmen free to ecom- 
bine to give us a business comme- 
nity not free but enslaved. 


And"lots of people want Free 
Enterprise while at the same tome 
wanting to exact taxes that will 
destroy Free Enterprise. 

There ts nothing wrong with 
the ultimate purpose of the 
American people in the matter of 
Security and in the matter of En- 
terprise. There is everything right 
with #t. But the practical achieve- 
ment of # will require the most 
vivid vision and the most detailed 
drudgery of which our political 
parties are capable. 

So will practical achievement 
of the international cooperation 
to which the leaders of both 
parties are committed. How can 
that cooperation give a proper 
place to the Great Powers without 
becoming a world-wide tyranny? 
How can it give a proper place to 
small powers without becoming a 
world-wide bedlam? For the an- 
swers to such questions the mass 
of Democrats and the mass of Re 
publicans look to both parties. 

I suggest to both of them an 
issue for 1948: 

Which party has outdone the 
other in retraining from the dema- 
goguery which promotes classes 
and divides Americans? Which 
party has outdone the other in 
contributions to the Security-plus- 
Enterprise ideal which diminishes 
classes and unites Americans? 
Which party has outdone the 
other im putting the American 
spirit into a world organization?

The New Films

Intelligent and Entertaining 
ONE BUT THE LONELY HEART,” motion picture 
Necertetion of the Richard Llewellyn novel, now at the 
AMBASSADOR, is a film that is three star in cast and at 
least five star in over-all effect. The three “stars” in perform- 
ance if not actual billing are Cary Grant, Ethel 
Barrymore and Barry Fitzgerald, but consider- 
able credit is also due Clifford Odets, who was 
both screen writer and director and as such 
managed to produce one of the more intelligent 
screen offerings of the year. 
Central character of the film is Ernie Mott, 
a young Cockney from the poverty-stricken 
slums of London, dingy back alleys where the 
trains rumble overhead, Ernie rebels against 
his world, “a world I never made and don’t want none of,” and 
his rebellion takes the form of a false freedom as he wanders 
the country “year in and year out like a breath of homeless 
wind.” “Black as the ace,” he characterizes himself a bit proudly 
and he is equally proud of his numerous talents; he can repair 
watches, medicate cats and dogs, and tune pianos because he 
has perfect pitch. Two women understand Ernie, his mother 
(Ethel Barrymore), who tells him, “There’s lots of love in you, 
it just wants an object,” and the neighbor girl, Aggie (Jane 
Wyatt), who says, “I know how to handle you—don’t handle 
you, just let you alone.” 

Finally his mother, in desperation at his useless life, de- 
livers the ultimatum, He must “stay put or stay out.” He elects 
to stay out, but changes his mind when he learns hig mother 
in dying. He “stays put” for a while but the unending diet of 
misery and poverty is too much for him. He tells his mother 
he wants “Peace—peace to be not the hound and not the hare.” 
His decision—to move with the owls, the wise guys, in this case 
a band of :ninor thugs that hang around the neighborhood 
penny arcade. Both his exploits with the mob and his love 
affair with the pretty blond ticket taker at the arcade (June 
Duprez) end in tragedy, but Ernie comes out of it with a better 
knowledge of the better world he wants. 

Barry Fitzgerald as Ernie's friend lends the humorous 
touches, although actually the picture is far less depressing 
than its grim plot might sound, chiefly because of Grant’s 
portrayal of vigor and invincibility, rather than defeat. For a 
film that might easily have been maudlin or sloppy, it is 
remarkably restrained. Realism is contributed not only by the 
acting, including several excellent minor characterizations, but 
also. the dialog, inarticulate as that of the actual people 
would be. 

It is, in our opinion, a highly artistic performance, but to 
offer both sides of the story, we quote a girl we heard trying 
to explain to her friend as they came out of the theater why 
she hadn’t liked the film. “What I mean is,” she said, “those 
London pictures—well they’re always so very foggy.” 


An Apolaustic Horse Opera 


John Wayne is a rootin’, tootin’, shootin’ guy in “TALL IN 
THE SADDLE” at the FOX Theater. Slow talking but quick on 
the trigger, he tangles up with tough hombres, solves a murder, 
up with his choice of two women, hard-boiled Ella 

Raines and soft and sweet Audrey Long. Not 

that the above is meant to scoff at this sterling 

story of the days when men were men. It is an 
unusually good Western, with a fast moving plot, 
plenty of action as well as laughs. On the comic 
side, “Gabby” Hayes all but steals the picture, as

“How about a little snort?” 

The plot has our hero, John Wayne, a brave but flinty-eyed, 
girl-hating guy, who “never feels sorry for anything that 
happens to a woman,” entering a new town, ostensibly as a 
cow hand but actually as a man hunter. Wayne chases his man 
and is chased by Ella Raines, a gal who always gets what she 
wants, too, arid, in more reserved fashion, by the pretty girl 
from the East. There are some good knock-down, drag-out 
battles in the course of the picture, some brief but potent love 
scenes, and a satisfactory ending for all. 


Confusion in Technicolor 
Parts of “GYPSY WILDCAT,” latest Maria Montez-Jon 
Hall technicolor adventure, at the MISSOURI remind you of 
those dreams that Dagwood has after eating a bologna-and- 
banana sandwich. Armored knights on snowy white chargers 
thunder out of a castle, a real castle with a draw- 
bridge, moat and dungeon, where victims of the 
mean old villain are branded, beaten and profiled 
with bows and arrows.

Mocha Frosting. 


One-fourth cup medium grind 
coffee, three-fourths cup cold wa- 
ter, one-fourth cup. shortening, 
one pound confectioner’s sugar, 
one tablespoon top milk, one tea- 
spoon vanilla, 

Combine coffee and cold water 
and bring to boiling point. Re- 
move from heat and let stand 
three minutes. Drain through fine 
strainer. Cool. Cream shorten- 
ing. Add sugar gradually and 
mix well. Add one-fourth cup of 
the strong coffee and top milk and 
blend thoroughly. Add _ vanilla 
and spread on cooled cake. Will 
frost two eight-inch layers.) Mocha 
frosting is suitable for several 
kinds of cakes but is particularly 
delicvious on chocolate cake or 
plain yellow cake.

For Tonsj|s Four Brothers and a Beauty School Helped Make Miss Chapman a Star

HE news comes that our mili- 
7 tary and naval doctors are 
having some anxiety with epi- 
demics of tonsilitis. The number 
of lost man hours directly at- 
tributable to inflammations of the 
throat and tonsils is always a 
problem sometimes even serious 
enough to slowup military opera- 
tions for a few days. Methods of 
shortening the length of the di- 
sease by chemical therapy, such 
as sulfa drugs, have been used 

quite successfully. 


Of course this military experi- 
ence is just an extension for the 
doctors of the troubles they have 
with tonsils and have had with 
them for years on the home front 
long before it became the home 
front and when it was just home. 

Just what the tonsils do is a 
mystery. Presumably they have 
some function, but it is hard to 
figure out what it is. They have 
not even the function of being 
ornamental, as eyebrows have, be- 
cause except when the mouth is 
wide open as in the dentist’s of- 
fice and the Senate, they cannot be 
seen at all, 
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IN STRUCTURE they are lym- 
phatic tissue. In the form of 
islands, or lymph nodes, this tis- 
sue is scattered all over the body. 
It is definitely associated with the 
overcoming of infection. Bacteria, 
or germs, which light in lym- 
phatic tissue usually get killed off 
with neatness and dispatch. Some- 
times, of course, if the battle is a 
severe one the lymph node itself 
gets pretty well snarled up and 
partially destroyed and shows up 
as an enlargement under the skin 
—called by the oldtimers “ker- 
nels” in the neck or groin or arm- 
pit. 

But exactly how .ymphatic ti- 
gue exposed in the back of the 
throat can overcome an infection 
is more or less a puzzle. The ton- 
sils and adenoids become the seat 
of infection all right but when 
they do they are more of a nuis- 
ance than a help to the body 
economy. 


The lymphatic tissue also is 
part of the blood system having to 
do with one form of the white 
cells but while the tonsils and 
adenoids play their part in this 
function along with the rest of 
the nodes, they are certainly not 
necessary to the process because 
the body already has more tissue 
of this kind than it needs for 
blood building purposes. 
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STILL ANOTHER THEORY 
that has been advanced about 
them is that they supply an in- 
ternal secretion , but this can 
hardly be true because we have 
records of thousands of human 
beings whose tonsils and adenoids 
were removed in early life and 
sufftred no consequences in. the 
way of health, growth or intelli- 
gence, 

One phenomenon about them 
is worth knowing by beginning 
mothers and fathers. They are 
very large at birth and constantly 
atrophy and recede through life. 
The new mother may look in the 
baby’s mouth and find these red, 
spongy masses filling the entire 
back of the throat, and then by 
comparison she looks in papa’s 
throat and can’t see any at all, 
and she may rush to the conclu- 
sion that there is something very 
serious the matter with junior. 
But such is not the case. It is 
perfectly natural for junior to 
have big tonsils which look as if 
they would not allow him to swal- 
low. 

The question as to whether the 
tonsils should come out or not is 
a moot one. There is no question 
that they are natural breeding 
places for infection and tonsilitis 
is a potentially dangerous disease. 
Certainly there could be no argu- 
ment that after the first real at- 
tack of tonsilitig the tonsils should 
come out, because one attack pre- 
disposes to others.

T seems to be settled beyond 
| any question that the President 

is going back to Washington 
to assume during four more years 
the very heavy responsibilities 
which those years must bring. One 
can only hope that the people and 
all their elected representatives 
will join with him in helping to 
meet these years with courage and 
efficiency. 

Conatructive criticiam will be 
needed, of course, and I have al- 
ways believed it to be very help- 
ful; but even more important is 
co-operation and willingness to 
bear the burdens that we must 
bear to win the war and then to 
start the world on its journey to 
what we hope will be permanent 
peace. As individual citizens we 
will all need to educate ourselves 
and to think through many per- 
sonal and local problems, as well 
as national and international ones, 

Along the educational line, I think 
you will find that a list of books 
which has just been published by 
the National Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews will be very help- 
ful to you. You can get it from 
their Chicago office, and it in- 
cludes not only adult reading, but 
reading for the very young and in- 
termediate ages. 

Yesterday morning I went down 
to New York City to attend the 
wedding in the afternoon of .my 
friends, Mrs. Trude Pratt and 
Technical Sgt. Joseph Lash, Sgt. 
Lash is just back on a temporary 
assignment after 18 months in 
the Pacific. It was a very happy 
wedding. But the shadow of the 
war must hang over even the 
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happiest hours, and for people 
like these two, who have so much 
desire to make their lives of use, 
one can only hope that when the 
war is over they can begin quick- 
ly to realize their dreams of work- 
ing together usefully for society 
as a whole.

T goes against the grain to 
| throw away a winner in order 

to hold a possibly worthless 
card, but that nevertheless is what 
must be done in such circum- 
stances as the following: 

West, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 

Match-point duplicate. 


At one table of this duplicate 


game the bidding went: 
North 
Pass 
Pass 


East felt that despite West's 
original pass, one no-trump should 
be defeated, and he was right, but 
West’s defensive play faltered. 


The diamond eight was the 
opening lead. East put up the ace 
and returned his other diamond; 
South played the 10, and West 
won. Now, aware that he could 
not continue diamonds without es- 
tablishing a trick for declarer, 
West shifted to his lowest club. 
Declarer calied for the nine from 
dummy, but East played the 10 
and declarer won. Now the heart 
queen was led, and West, with 
only two hearts, saw the futility 
of holding up the ace, so he won 
with that card and led another 
club. This time the queen was 
captured by declarer’s ace, and 
West smugly realized that his own 
two clubs had been promoted to 
winning rank. 

South cashed the rest of the 
hearts in dummy, and after some 
squirming, West decided that since 
East must have strength in 
spades, to have left in the de- 
layed double, he himself could af- 
ford to blank the spade _ king. 
(Had he discarded a diamond, de- 
clarer would have led the diamond 
from dummy, setting up his own 
fourth card in the suit.) 

Now deciarer, reading the ex- 
act situation, led a spade to the 
ace and then threw West in with 
the five of clubs. West cashed an- 
other club, but then had to give 
South a diamond trick, 
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“I think it’s nonsense to pay 75 cents for a haircut in town, Zeb, 
when I had so much experience this year shearing the sheep and 
currying the horses!” 
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
